MrI)<>rinott, of IjOUlsviUo, next Tin's- 
day at Frankfort, our capital city, 
certainly marks aa epoch la «ha bla- 
tory ot Kantneky, and aapedally ao 
to the Oatholic population of the 
Bluegrass State, Mr. McDermott be- 
ing the first Catholic to hold a .State 
office in the 119 years of Kentucky's 
I. istorv, Kentucky l)clng admitted 
Into the Union in 1792. This 119 
.il.so represents the exact number of 
oountlsa In tbe State at the prsasat 
time. In other worda. In tbe Hat <^ 
State offices, which includes Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of State, Auditor, Treasurer, Attor- 
ney General, Commissioner of Agrl- 
ci'ltiire and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, there has not been a 
I'nthollc incumbent of the above in 
I' at long space ot time, dnrkig which 
Kentucky fMssed throngh the wars ot 
1812, the elTll war ot 1861 and the 
Spanish-American war of 1898, and 
In which a great many Catholics 
fought for their country and on both 
Bides in the civil war, but were never 
cntrusrted with the holding of a 
State office. iMr. McDoroMtt's Inaug- 
uration aa Ueotaoaat Ooraiaor 
therefore marks tho dawn ot a 
brighter day for Catholics, who as 
well as their separated brethren are 
interested In the growth and pros- 
perity of the Grand Old Common- 
\Malth, and now that one of their

WASSTAirED MANYYEAUAfii 



The revolution In China, which 
broke out suddenly last October, 
though unexpected was not nnpre- 
patod. The B*fonBtat SMTement, 
whidh la at tbe bottom of the revolu- 
ttoa. was started years ago. Tbe 
action of Juoi-Tcheng, the Viceroy 
of Hupeh and Hunan, In having 
three members of the Reformists 
szscuted hastened the rebellion, 
ntig unfortunate men were arrested 
#bila holding a secret meeting and 
Boon attorward were decapitated 
Aa soon as thaaawa of the execution 
spread, the Ke-mln-tang (Reform- 
lets) called their followers to arms, 
attacked and burned the tribunals 
ind slauRhtered the Mandarins and 
Manchus who could not escape. A 
great number of regular troops and 
their offieera inatead ot fighting 
against the insnrreettDnMa Jolaad 
them. 

When the Viceroy heard of tbe 
desertion of hla troops no aKematlve 
was left to him but to abandon his 
capital to the rebels and take refuge 
on a Chinese gunboat. U-Chang fell 
Into the power of the BeTOlutlonists 
and soon afterwaid the neighboring 
prefecture. Han-y«ng, waa ahM coa< 
quered by them. 'They took poasss 
sion of the arsenal. In which they 
found a great number of cannons 
and guns and a large supply of am- 
ninnition. The workingmen and the 
iiiechanics, being kindly treated by 
the Revolutionists, entered their 
employ. Over 2,000,000 v taals 
(81.400.000) bslonglng to tha Im- 
perial ifnnd fsU Into thoir banda. 
Emboldened by this success, they 
soon entered Han-kow, where they 
a*, once took possession of the rail- 
road station. 

The revolution Is very popular, 
and It Is evident that discontent must 
have been general throughout China, 
since the rebellion rapidly aprsad 
throughout fourteen ot the eighteen 
provinces of ths empire. The rebels 
pledged themselves to molest no one 
oi'fslde ot the Government, officials 
and the Manchus, whom they Intend 
'o replace by Chinese. Thels motto 
'Tlilna for Chinamen." "The 
L-reatest enemies of the country are," 
they say, "first tha Tartars, the real 
parasites of China, who levy tribute 
upon tbe land and do nothing in re- 
turn for It: and second, the Man- 
darins, whose only Idea seems to be 
the spoliation of the people. All 
privileges are Rrante<1 to the Tar- 
tai^, who never knew how '.o protect 
China, and still less how to render 
It strong and praspsrons. The Oov- 
ermneBt has always sitbar ipnt off or 
''Isrouraged all meastires that would 
be of advantage to the people." 

The accusations, voiced repeatedly 
h:- the preiss of tbe country, prepared 
tho wav for the revolution. They 
found an easy echo In the minds of 
the multitude of disgruntled people, 
and ssenred tbe sympathy of China 
tor the Beformlsts. On the other 
hand, the flood and the famine that 
ruined many sections of the countir 
this year could not fall to Increase 
the army of the rebellion. The new 
recruits had nothing to lose by their 
action and, on the other hand, there 
was a prospect that they might bet- 
ter their clrcumstanoee In caae of 
succeaa. This last contingent of the 
army of the revolution may later on 
cause much disorder. Theee men 
who enlisted In the army were not 
actuated by patrlotli' feelings, hut 
by the espectation of spoils. The 
Reformers realise thia danger. Up to 
this time they seam to have, to a 
great extent, kept tbalr promise to 
respect the trsatlss of China with 
the other powers. They protect the 
resldomes an<l interests of foreigners 
ind preserve order generally, even If 
to aci'onipllsh this end they have to 
ileal asvsrely with plratsa and 
brli

PEAT BOGS. 



May PItty Important Part 
In Ireland's Industrial 
ProKi 



The peat hoga of Ireland promise 
to be the salvation of Ireland, so tar 
as power production la oonoerned. 
Many unsuccessful attampta have 

been made to utilize the stores of 
energy in the bogs, but now a new 
metiiod has been established with ex- 
cellent results. The Hamilton Robh 
Com(»any have a weaving mill at 
Portadowa employing six hundred 
workers. This mill la now running 
at full pressure with peat bog driv- 
ing power. The plant has been es- 
tablished several weeks and has 
■worked without » hitch. This peat 
is cut near LouKh .N'eaKh. dried as 
usual in the oi>en air and then trans- 
ported by water to Portadown. 
There It la Cad Into the hopper at 
the top of the ptant, oo that it pasaes 
into the sanarator, where in process 
of oombuatlon It gives off crude gas. 
This gas Is drawn off. cooled, purl- 
fled and then stored In a gasometer, 
whence it is supplied to the gas en- 
gine as required. Up to now a coal 
gas plant waa need and cost Just 
tinder $70 a week to rua. Now the 
peat gaa 4oaa tha work tor ISO, be- 
sides giving off by-4>roductB, chiefly 
tar, that. further cut the cost down 
to $22. Firms all over the country 
are keenly Interested In this peat 
gas development, which promises to 
ptoy an Important part In tha ladua- 
trlal iprograaa of Ireland.
